towards  the  singe  necessary  before  th« 
actual  laying  of  rails.  Thus  the  excur- 
sion will  he  specially  Interesting,  and 
will  be  made  th»  more  so  because  of  the 
charming  cruise  over  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  of  the  Island's  Inland 
waters.  The  other  outing  will  be  by 
motor  to  the  Rump  river  and  Sproat 
Fulls  districts.  Anyone  who  has  seen 
the  country  adjneent  to  Port  Alberni 
and  Alberni  does  not  ne«d  to  be  told  of 
Its  beauty,  so  thor  It  goes  without  say- 
ing that  thnae  who  make  this  choice 
will    be    well    repaid.

FOUR  KILLEDBY  TRAIN

Their  Lives 


SPRINGFIELD,  Ills.,  June  10.— Four 
men  lost  their  lives  today  when  a  pas- 
senger train  on  the  Wabash  Road 
struck  a  motor  car  In  which  they  were 
riding,  eight  miles  east  of  here.  The 
dead  are  R.  J.  Carroll,  E.  Iverson  and 
J.  H.  Cauer,  merchants  of  Chicago, 
and  Geo.  Bartell.  of  Springfield,  who 
was  driving  the  car. 

Found  Dead  in  Cellar. 
TORONTO,  Ont.,  June  10. — With  a 
bullet  wound  through  his  left  breast, 
Charles  Andrew  Thompson,  107  Geof- 
frey Street,  a  well-known  young  man, 
was  found  dead  in  the  cellar  of  his 
home  yesterday  by  his  mother.  Thomp- 
son was  a  member  of  the  Queens 
Own  Rifles  and  his  regiment  went  to 
camp  yesterday  There  were  no  known 
reasons  why  the  young  man  should 
have  taken  his  own  life  and  It.  Is  be- 
lieved   the    tragedy    was    an    accident.

RAISING       WATER      RATES 

Winnipeg    City    Council    Decides    on    In- 
crease of  15  Per  Cent  to  Take  Of- 
fset   July    1st 


WINNIPEG,  June  10. — The  recom- 
mendation of  the  lire,  water,  light  and 
power  committee,  last  Friday,  that  an 
increase  of  fifteen  per  cent  be  made  on 
the  flat  water  rates,  metre  rates  and 
business  service,  together  with  the  pro- 
posal that  the  charge  on  the  sinking 
fund  of  the  $1,000,000  loan  be  paid  out 
o.f  genera]  taxation,  and  the  interest  on 
the  same  be  paid  by  the  water  consum- 
ers was  carried  by  the  City  Council 
today. 

The  lrcrease  in  rates  will  corns  into 
force  on  July   i,  next. 


NANAIMO.  B.  C,  June  10. — The  ses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  .F,  in 
this  city  has  been  the  most  successful 
from  the  standpoint  of  attendance  in  the 
history  of  the  order  In  this  Province.

Work  on  a  number  of  streets  for 
which  the  Worswick  Paving  Company 
holds  contracts  from  the  city  for  pav- 
ing has  commenced,  the  Company  hav- 
ing made  arrangements  with  the  city 
to  proceed.  The  Company  on  Monday 
started  a  gang  of  men  and  teams  at 
grading  work  on  Arnold  Street  in  the 
southeastern  section  of  the  city,  and 
the  operations  will  be  continued  to  in- 
clude Stannard  Street,  Brook  Street, 
Chand'.er  Street  and  a  portion  of  On- 
tario Street.  In  all  the  Company  has 
under  contract  from  last  year  about 
22,000  square  yards. 

This  Is  practically  the  first  paving 
work  started  this  year,  -  the  Ross  Bay 
marine  drive  being  the  only  other  work 
of  paving  to  be  undertaken,  and  it  has 
Just  been  completed  by  the  Worswick 
Paving  Company.  While  the  city  owes 
the  Company  about  $25,000  on  account 
Of  work  done  last  year,  the  Company 
Is  willing  to  proceed  and  complete  its 
contract  if  the  city  can  carry  out  its 
shajre  of  the  preliminary  work  by  In- 
stalling the  underground  connections. 
The  Company  has  received  assur- 
ances from  the  city  that  this  under- 
ground work  will  be  completed.  The 
resumption  of  the  paving  work  will 
mean  employment  to  a  number  of  men 
who,  after  the  marine  drive  was  com- 
pleted, would  have  been  laid  off  un- 
less   more    work    were    secured. 

Victory    for    State 

WASHINGTON.  D.  C,  June  10.— The 
state  of  Minnesota  won  a  substantial 
victory  in  the  Supreme  Court,  when. 
In  the  Minnesota  State  rate  case. 
Justice  Hughes,  for  the  court,  held 
that  the  rates  of  the  Minneapolis  and 
St.  Louis  Railroad"  were  confiscatory 
and  unconstitutional,  but  that  the 
rates  Imposed  on  the  Northern  Pacific 
and  Great  Northern  were  valid.  The 
decision  was  a  victory  for  the  state  on 
the  interstate  commerce  phases  of  the 
controversy,  and  upon  the  confiscatory 
features  with  the  exception  of  the  por- 
tion affecting  the  Minnesota  and  St. 
Louis. 


Would  Divert  River 
MEDICINE  HAT,  June  10. — Alder- 
man McClellan  has  a  movement  on  foot 
to  divert  the  Saskatchewan  River  for 
three-quarters  of  a  mile,  thereby  Join- 
ing to  the  city  Police  Point,  recentny 
given  to  the  city  by  the  Dominion  Oov- 
ernment.  The  point  Is  a  natural  park, 
and  the  alderman  says  that  the  coat 
of  building  a  traffic  bridge  across  the 
river  would  be  as  much  as  that  of 
diverting  the  river.  He  also  says  that 
the  city  would  make  $3,000,000  on  re- 
claimed land,  and  it  would  aiso  pro- 
vide the  city  with  a  large  artificial  lake.

June  10.— -Paul 
Smith,  for  seven  months  a  constable 
here,  wo-  killed  early  this  morning  by 
coming  into  contact  with  an  electric 
light  wire  on  the  corner  of  Third 
Avenue   and    Ninth   Street. 


U  A*  the  close  of  a  protracted  meeting 
today  the,  same  spirit  developed,  and  it. 
was  made  evident  that  any  motion 
which  the  friends  of  Union  thought  it 
wise  to  submit  could  he  caried  by  an 
overwhelming  majority.  There  Is  not 
the  slightest  reason  to  think  that  the 
struggle  against  union  can  succeed,  and 
it  is  believed  here  that  when  Rev.  Dr; 
Goitflon,  of  Winnipeg,  introduces  his 
motion  tomorrow  it  will  state  definitely 
when  the  union  is  to  be  consummated 
and  that  it  will  be  carried  by  a  large 
majority. 

The  motion  of  Dr.  Christie,  of  Win- 
nipeg, to  alter  the  majority  report  and 
make  it  mare  certain  for  union  was 
carried  today  by  almost  three  to  one, 
and  the  minority  report  from  the  union 
committee  was  defeated  more  than 
three  to  one.  It  was  not  announced 
tonight  when  the  union  debate  would 
be  resumed.  It  is  prohabie  that  the 
final  vote  will  be  taken  tomorrow 
evening. 

In  Favor  of  Proposal 
By  a  vote  of  251  to  75  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Canada  for  the  eighth  time  put  its 
Imprimatur  on  the  movement  in  Can- 
ada for  organized  union  with  the 
Methodists  and  the  Congregationalism. 
The  vote  was  taken  In  the  matter  of  the 
consideration  of  the  report  of  the 
minority  in  the  Union  committee  After 
it  was  taken,  and  before  the  report  of 
the  majority  on  the  committee  was  sub- 
mitted, Rev.  Mr.  Christie  presented  an 
amendment  to  the  majority  report. 
Rev.  Mr.  Christie  was  dissatisfied  with 
the  majority  report  because  It  was  not 
decisive  enough  In  favor  of  union.  His 
amendment  was  submitted  to  a  vote  and 
was  carried  by   181  to  65. 

Rev.  Dr.  Gordon,  of  Winnipeg,  was 
still  dissatisfied  and  wanted'  the  report 
of  the  majority  still  stronger.  He  had 
a  new  amendment  to  suggest  and  was 
ready  to  lay  It  before  the  assembly 
when  the  hour  of  adjournment  arrived. 
It  Is  considered  certain  that  the  amend- 
ment of  Dr.  Gordon  will  also  be  car- 
ried and  that  the  statement  which 
came  from  the  union  committee  will  be 
made  clearly  more  decisive  in  tone  In 
favor   of   the   proposed    change. 

Vote   Pleases    Supporters 
The  vote   In   the  Assembly   la   regard- 
ed   very    favorable    by     the    friends    of 
union.      A    few    days    ago    it    was    said 
that    from    an    actual    canvass    of    mem- 
bers of  the  body  It  appeared  that  about 
three    members   In    ten   were   opposed    to 
union.      The    vote    today    Indicated    that 
the    opposition     was     smaller     than    had 
ben   anticipated,   the   showing  being  less 
than   one   fourth   of  the  total.   The  final 
vote   on   the   main   matter   will   be   taken 
up    tomorrow,    but    It   will    probably    not 
differ    materially    from    the    vote    today. 
The    speeches    of    the    afternoon   were 
of    an    interesting    character    and     were 
chiefly   In  favor  of  the  change.     Promi- 
nent   Toronto    men    told    of   the    gradual 
alteration   In   the   manner   tn  which     the 
matter    was    regarded    In    ths   East,   and 
Western    ministers    told    of    the    demand 
which  was  being  made  in  Manitoba  and 
other  Provinces  for  union  congregations. 
Bays   Changs  Zs  necessary. 
Rev.    Miller,    of    Sperling,    Man.,    said 
that  In  his  Presbytery  of  Glenboro  there 
were  twelve  self-sustaining  charges  and 
that  In  five  of  these  a  demand  was  made 
for  practical  union  with  the  Methodists. 
Many  of  the  churches  in  rural  Manitoba 
were  growing  smaller  rather  than  larger 
and    union    was    essential    in      order   to 
continue  existence.     In  most  of  the  con- 
gregations   where    practical    union    was 
being    considered    the    people   were   pro- 
ceeding slowly.     In  one  of  the  congrega- 
tions   of    the    Presbytery       people     had 
taken    the    bit    in    their    teeth    and    pro-

peared to  them  excessive  when  com- 
pared with  what  Esquimau  was  paying 
for  its  acreage  and  population,  and  the 
Government  la  fco  be  asked  to  allow  their 
•ymimpBtfW:  Thompson.  tO'eAlttdUate 
on  the  matter  between  the  engineers  of 
the  two  corporations.  The  reeve  also 
took  strong  exception  to  a  mention  m 
the  city  engineer's  report  of  an  annual 
rental  from  Saanich,  raying  that  the 
upkeep  of  the  joint  fewer  should  be 
divided  amongst  the  three  bodies  in  the 
same  proportions  as  the  original  cost.

The  two  Albemis  will  be  visited  to- 
day by  a  large  excursion  party  com- 
prising leading  citizens  of  Victoria  and 
prominent  men  from  other  Island  cen- 
tres". The  touring  party  will  have  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  development 
work  In  progress  in  the  Albernl  .Canal 
district.  This  section  of  Vancouver 
Island  has  sprung  Into  considerable 
prominence  during  the  past  few  years; 
indeed  it  has  become  a  greater  factor 
in  the  growth  of  this  part  of  the  prov- 
ince than  most  people  realize.  The 
Idea  of  the  citizens  of  the  two  Alber- 
nls  in  inviting  a  party  from  the  other 
cities    on     the    Island    to    witness    their 


progress  is  an  excellent  one.  We  hope 
that  it  will  only  be  one  of  many  recip- 
rocal visits  of  the  same  nature  to  be 
arranged  in  the  future.  As  it  is  the 
people  of  Vancouver  Island  know  all 
too  little  about  each  other,  nor  do  we 
think  there  has  been  as  much  inter- 
city trade  development  as  the  condi- 
tions warrant  It  Is  doubtful,  for  in- 
stance, if  we  in  Victoria  have  kept  suf- 
ficienly  In  touch  with  the  growth  of 
populous  centres  within  easy  reach. 
This  ignorance,  if  it  can  be  called  such, 
may  easily  lead  to  a  loss  of  trade  that 
should  rightfully  be  ours. 

In  the  present  instance  it  should  nqt 
be  forgotten  that  by  this  time  next 
year,  or  at  all  events  before  the  end  of 
1914,  there  will  be  two  railways  run- 
ning into  Port  Alberni.  This  fact  will 
mean  very  considerable  development  .for 
the  city  lying  at  the  head  of  the  Canal 
as  well  as  for  the  neighboring  munici- 
pality, and  indeed  all  the  nearby  set- 
tlements. The  traffic  between  Victoria 
and  the  two  Albemis  has  already  war- 
ranted the  running  of  a  dally  service,  an 
Indication  In  itself  of  the  growth  of 
trade.  We  anticipate  that  good  results 
will  follow  today's  excursion,  for  It 
will  bring  together  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  development  of  the 
Island  as  a  whole,  and  that  Is  an  excel- 
lent  Idea.

While  the  advocates  of  woman  suf- 
frage have  an  undoubted  right  of  pe- 
tition to.  His  Majesty,  a  very  poor 
appreciation  of  what  Constitutional 
government  means  Is  shown  by  their 
telegram  to  the  King,  asking  him  to 
Interfere  on  their  behalf.  They  al- 
leged that  constitutional  methods  have 
failed.  From  this  point  of  view  con- 
stitutional methods  fall  whenever  a 
measure  does  not  pass  parliament, 
which  would,  of  course,  be  absurd.  The 
Suffragists  have  received  the  fullest 
measure  of  constitutional  right.  All 
they  can  complain  of  Is  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  House 
of.  Commons  voted  against  the'  pro* 
posed  amendment  to  the  election  law, 
whereby  women  would  "too  'given  the 
Vote.     What  more   do   these   people  ex- 


yauil  Bvwy  uuimitutiuiiai  pruiuiplg 
was  observed,  when  the  introduction 
of  the  amendment  was  allowed,  if  a 
majority  of  the  members  had  favored. 
It  that  would  have  been  the  end  of  the 
whole  agitation,  provided,  of  course, 
that  the  Lords  had  concurred.  But 
the  amendment  -was  defeated.  Surely 
the  Suffragists  cannot  be  so  badly 
Informed  as  to  tho  principles  of  gov- 
ernment as  to  suppose  that  His  Ma- 
jesty can  do  anything  more  than  ask 
his  ministers  to  do  what  they  already 
have  done.  That  would  be  a  very 
extraordinary  misunderstanding  of  the 
elementary  principles  of  the  govern- 
ment. In  the  carrying  on  of  which  [  the 
Suffragists  are  so  desirous  of  actively 
participating.  *.> 


ESQTJXMAI.T    SEWERAOX 


The  Esquimau  Municipal  Council  has 
Med  to  ask  the  ratepayers  to  au- 
thorize a  .loan  of  $400,000  to  provide 
for  sewerage.  A  by-law  for  that  pur- 
pose is  to  be  submitted  to  vote  on  June 
We  are  disposed  to  think  the  time 
Is  rather  .  short  for  an  effective  cam- 
paign, l>vi t  a  decision  having  been  r«ach- 
on  tliat  point.  It  Ih  ten  •fitly  to  b«  de- 
sire! that  the  Council  win  See  to  the 
proper  Information  of  the  public  on  the 
main  points  Involved.  The  project  ought 
to  be  very  fully  explained  In  all  Its 
benrlngra,  for  the  amount  of  money  in- 
volved lc  much  larger  than  was  at  one 
time  contemplated,  although  not  more* 
than  is  needed  for  anything  like  a  «ren- 
eVal  syetem  of  sewerage.  There  Is  some 
rianger  that  the  by-law  may  not  be 
c  arriod  unless  the  ratepayers  are  fully 
advleed    in    respect     thereto.       Here    are* 


some  of  the  questions  that  will  be  asked 
and  ought  to  be  answered: 

What  parts  of  the  township  is  It  pro- 
posed shall  first  be  sewered?  Where  is 
the  outfall  to  be,  and,  if  more 
than  one,  where  are  they  all  to' be?  To 
what  extent  will  the  proposed  bonds  be 
Issued  in  the  first  instance?  Will  the 
system  be  on  the  combined  principle?  To 
what  extent,  if  any,  is  It  proposed  to 
cooperate  with  the  ulty?  Everyone  ad- 
mits -that  a  sewerage  system  for  tho 
township  is  an  absolute  necessity,  and 
If  It  Is  put  before  the  ratepayers,  with 
full  particulars,  the  proposed  bond  is- 
sue is  very  likely  to  be  carried.  But 
there  is  always  danger  of  defeat  in  sub- 
mitting to  an  electorate  a  proposal  that 
has  only   been   Imperfectly  explained. 

The  adoption  of  this  by-law  would 
not  In  any  way  interfere  with  the  cre- 
ation later  of  a  joint  commission  to  take 
over  the  whole  sewerage  problem.  'We 
mention  this,  because  we  would  not  like 
any  one  to  be  Influenced  to  vote  against 
the  proposed  bond  issue  because  they 
may    favor   such"  a   commission. 


BRITAIN'S      CUSTOMERS. 

Trade  returns  Indicate  that  Caqada 
raiiks  fift+i  among  Britain's  customers.

holds  second  place  on  the  list,  the  only 
country  by  which  she  is  beaten  being 
Germany  which  in  1912  bought  to  the 
value  of  1*01,813,835.  The  sixth  coun- 
try on  the  list  is  South  Africa  with  im- 
ports from  the  United  Kingdom  of 
8107:104,560.  New  Zealand  occupies 
the  ninth  place,  her  Import  trade  from 
the  Motherland   totalling   151,951,670. 


THE    BALXAX    KINGDOMS. 


It  is  not  a  matter-  of  surprise  that 
friction  has  arisen  between  Bulgaria 
and  Servia.  We  do  not  expect  that 
war  will  be  the  result,  tout  there  has 
been  bad  blood  between  the  two  for 
a  long  time.  It  Is  not  very  many 
years  since  they  fought,  but  the  whole 
thing  was  over  in  a  single  battle.  The 
Bulgarians  attacked  the  Servians  and 
quickly  demonatrated  their  supre- 
macy, for  they  gained  a  crushing  vic- 
tory. The  Bulgarian  and  the  Servian 
have  >only  one  thing  In  common,  namely 
hatred  of  the  Turk.  They  are  both 
said  to  be  of  Servian  origin,  and  "when 
it  comes  to  dealing  with  outsiders, 
blood  may  prove  thicker  than  water, 
but  family  rows  have  been  the  rule 
for  a  long '  time,  and  there  Is  no  rea- 
son to  suppose  they  will  cease. 

If  a  conflict  is  precipitated.  It  is  not 
likely  to  be  prolonged,  nor  will  Its 
effects  "prove  serious  unless-  some  of 
the  Great  Powers  feel  it  necessary  to 
espouse  one  side  or"  the  other.  This 
we  do  not  anticipate.  The  prolonged 
efforts  put  forward  to  preserve  the 
peace  will  hardly  be  allowed  to  go  for 
naught,  simply  because  these  two  na- 
tions are  unable  to  agree  upon  the  di- 
vision of  the  spoils  of  war. 


ENGX.ISH    OK   BRITISH 


About  the  most  wearisome  thing  we 
know  of  is  the  objection  raised  by  some 
people  to  the  use  of  the  word  English 
as  a  synonym  for  British.  Everybody 
ought  to  know  that  a  Scotchman  is  not 
British,  when  It  comes  down  to  -a  fine 
point  neither  1«  an  Irishman,  nor  an 
Englishman  If  you  really  <want  British 
stock.*  when  it  comes  to  a  question  of 
ethnology,  you  must  go  to  Wales  or 
Cornwall,  where  you  may  nnfl  descend- 
ant*    tit ,  thfti stoflk  which  ,,  Biftft.tfl 


wander  around  Britain,  clad  to  their 
valor  and  a  little  paint  If  you  are 
really  and  genuinely  British  you  can 
pronounce  LJwyd  without  stopping  to 
think,  and,  gentle  reader,  we  would  not 
mind,  if  the  law  did  not  prohibit,!  mak- 
ing you  a  small  bet  that  you  cannot 
do  it.  Or  course,  the  Britons,  who 
"never  will  be  slaves,"  Include  all  and 
sundry  the  residents  of  the  British 
Isles,  but  If  you  are  set  upon  being  ab- 
solutely accurate,  there  are  no  British 
Isles,  for  that  would  make  Ireland 
British,  and  to  this  we  fancy  we  hear 
objections,  all  of  which  observations 
are  borne  out  by  the  dictionary. 

There  la  no  legal  authority  for  talk- 
ing about  the  British  Empire.  If  you 
want  to,  you  can  call  it  the  English 
Empire,  as  Tennyson  did;  if  you  want 
to  give  prominence  to  a  rather  inter- 
esting fact  in  overseas  development, 
you  may  call  it  the  Scottish  Empire; 
or.  if  you  have  politics  in  your  mind, 
you  might  not  he  far  nstray  If  you 
should  say  Irish  Empire.  But  custom 
has  made  it  the  British  Empire,  and 
has  brought  it  about  that  all  the  people 
of  it.  no  matter  what  may  be  their 
origtn,  shall  be  called  "British."  This 
1b  as  It  should  be,  although  we  have 
great  doubt  If  anyone  would  be  willing 
to  call  a  Chinese  lad,  born  in  Victoria, 
British.  Wc  draw  the  line  at  some- 
thing, but  Just  what  that  something  Is 
It  would   be   hard   to  define. 

There  is  a  certain  class  of  British 
people  who  object  to  the  use  of  the 
term,  English,  in  any  other  sense  than 
as  applied  to  the  people  of  England 
and  things  pertaining  to  England.  T" 
such    an    extent    haa    this    been    carried 


that  it  Is  a  queatlon  If  a  speaker  cuuld 
quote: 

"'Tis   a   glorious   charter. 

Deny  it,   who  can* 
That   Is   breathed»in   the  words: 
'I'm    an    Englishman.'  " 

without  some  one  exclaiming  "British." 
The  first  thing  we  know,  some  one  will 
want  to  make  Nelson's  famous  signal 
read:  "The  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Dominions  be- 
yond the  Seas,  and  India  expect  every 
man  (and,  after  the  suffragettes  win, 
every  woman),  to  do  his  (or  her)  duty." 
After  the  first  battle  of  the  Crimean 
War,    we   sang:  ,    • 

"What  will  they  say  in  England 

When  the.  story  there  is  told. 

Of  deeds  of  might  on  Alma's  height, 

Done  by,  the  brave  and.  oold^-*  * 

Of  Russia,   proud  at   noontide. 

Humbled  ere  set  of  sun? 

They'll  My'  'twas  like  old  England—- 

They'll  Say  'twas  nobly  done." 

"No  one  objected   to  this  at  the  time. 

and  yet  every  one  knew  that,  when  Sir 

Colin  Campbell  climbed  Into  the  Rus- 
sian redoubt,  he  exclaimed: 

"We'll   hae  nane   but  Hleland   bonnets 

here!" 

Of  course,  we  shall  continue  to  write 
British  when  that  is  what  we  mean; 
but  we  are  not  going  to  lose  some  of 
the  best  things  in  the  British  language 
because  English  is  used  where  British 
might  be.  nor  are  we  going  to  find 
fault  with  the  King  when  he  speaks 
of  England,  meaning  thereby  all  his 
wide    domains.

Idea  haa  originated  with  Mr 
Brown,  and  he  has  carried  It  out  with 
seed  and  plants  from  Ids  own  garden 
and  frames,  and  It  is  certainly  worthy 
of  imitation  In  many  another  part  of 
the  city.  It  Is  to  be  noted,  too,  that 
this  has  b«-en  done  without  nourish  of 
trumpets,  without  appeals  to  other 
people  for  funds,  hut  solely  from  a  de- 
sire to  see  the  grounds  entrusted  to 
his  charg*  looking  their  beet  under 
trying  clr*  umstance*.

ceeded,    without    reference   to    the    Pres- 
bytery or  conference. 

Two  Congregations  TJnite 

This  was  the  case  in  ;ne  -.own  tit 
Waanesa.  In  that  place  the  two  con- 
gregations had  got  together  and  had  ad- 
vertised In  the  church  papers  for  a  pas- 
tor. Other  places  in  the  same  Tresby- 
tery,  In  which  practical  union  wan  un- 
der consideration,"  were  Glenboro.  Sy- 
pruss  River,  Elgin  and  Elm  Creek. 

Rev.  s.  E.  Breckett,  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Bradon.  spoke  along  the  same  lines. 
There  were,  he  said,  seven  or-  eight  con- 
gregations In  that  single  Presbytery 
which  were  considering  actual  union 
and  in  all  the  Prairie  Provinces  the 
same  idea  obtained.  Lots  of  churches 
were  Simply  waiting  for  the  sanction 
of  the  Supreme  Court  Rev.  Mr.  Beck- 
ett Suggested  that  If  the  Presbyterians 
were  going  to  hesitate  the  Methodists 
and  Conaregatlonallsts  would  go  for- 
ward and  form  a  united  Canadian  church 
and  such  action  would  absorb  a  large 
number  of  the  new  union  churches  of 
Western  Canada. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Smith,  of  811verton,  Man., 
told  of  the  action  which  had  been  taken 
In  the  Presbytery  »*  \  Mlnhedosa 
where  an  honest  effort  had  been  made 
to  irOrk  out  a  scheme  of  co-operation. 
This  had,  however.  failed  and  had 
served  only  to  show  the  need  of  an  or-. 
ganio   union. 

Will  How   Support   Union. 

J.  E.  MacDonald,  the  T*Ml  knowfi  To- 
ronto financier;  J.  A.  Paterson,  a-Cana- 
dlan  lawyer  of  the  church,  and  B.  JR.  A. 
Turnbull,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
all  spoke  for  union. 

Mr.  MacDonald  said  that  when  the 
vote  was  taken  a  few  years  ago  be  had 
voted  against  union.  He  had-  not  in- 
tended to  speak  on  the  question  at  that 
time  but  had  been  pressed  to  do  so, 
and  had  spoken  against  the  change  and 
had  possibly  led  some  others  to  vote 
against  It  He  Was  free  to  confess  that 
be  had  to  some  extent,  been  influenced 
at  that  time  by  prejudice  and  to  a  large 
extent,  by  sentiment  New  forces  had 
since  affected  htm.  He  was  bound  to 
consider  the  large,  vote  in  f*yor  of 
union  In  his  church  and  the  still  larger 
vote  in  tha  other  negotiating  chiirchas. 
He  was  convinced  that  «ho  negotiations 
must  go  on  and  "if  the  union  Was  con- 
summated he  was  going  to  be  a.  member 
Of  Jhe  United  Church. 

John  Peterson;  after  describing  him- 
self as  a  unionist  from  the  soles  of  his 
feet  to  the  top  of. his  head  and  finger 
tip  to  linger  tip.  briefly  reviewed  tho 
arguments  in  favor  ipf  the  change.  He 
declared  ttoAt  skytiand  had  hot  lost  its 
ttae  traditions  ana  nwwry,>when  it  en- 
tered into  union  with  England  and  that 
the  Presbyterian  Church  would  not  los.: 
any  of  its  tradition  and  history  when 
the  union  was  affected. 

United  Action  Necessary. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Turnbull  said  that  for  twen- 
ty-two years  he  had  been  dealing  with 
the  town  to  town  problem  In  Toronto, 
and  with  the  question  of  lapsed  masses, 
and  that  he  was  satisfied  that  nothing 
but  united  Protestantism  could  grapple 
with  the  difficulties.  A  large  propor- 
tion of  the  congregation  had  not  voted 
and  when  he  inquired  from  these  Indi- 
viduals why  they  had  not  voted  they 
had  replied  that  they  would  bo  perfectly 
satisfied  with  the  action  taken  by  the 
majority  whatever  it  might  be.

It  has  become  necessary  Jn  these  days 
for  girts  as  well  as  boys  to  prepare  to 
earn  their  own  living.  For  this  reason, 
la  families  of  all  but  the  very  rich, 
girls  begin  when  quite  young  to  prepare 
for  the  future.  One  will  be  a  teacher, 
another  a  stenographer,  a  third  a  book* 
deeper.   .  ...  ,. 

All  of  these  are  prepared  in  school 
for  their  future  callings.  It  may  be 
that  the  few.  will  choose  sewing  and 
millinery' but,  as  a  rule,  these  employ- 
ments are  entered  upon  by  girls  who 
do  not  feel  that  they  are  able  to  study 
or  who  do  not  care  for  it.  They  hJMlft 
however,  to  serve  a  long  apprenticeship 
during  which  they  do  not  earn  very 
much. 

In  our  city,  only  a  very  small  pro- 
portion. Of  girls  deliberately  choose  do- 
mestic work,  whether  at  home  or  else- 
where, as  their  vocation.  It  Is  usually 
iionisldered  tp;u  any  Rirl  can  do  house? 
work  and  that  preparation  is  needless. 
Not  many  people  take  the  teaching  of 
what  Is  called  dorneattc  science  seri- 
ously. The  Idea  Is  still  prevalent  thai 
the  care  of  a  home  comes  naturally  to 
a  girl,  that  no  one  Is  so  deficient  In 
mechanical  ability  and  few  have  so  lit- 
tle mental  power  that  they  cannot  cook 
meals  or  keep  a  home  clean  and  and 
care  for  children.

Upon  her  arrival  at  Liverpool  from 
Victoria  the  big  Blue  Funnel  freighter 
Cyclops,  Captain  Arthur,  as'  she  was 
being  navigated  Into  the  Brunswick 
Dock,  oh  May  18,  sheered  and  struck  the 
dock  wall,  damaging  her  stem.  In  view 
oj  the  meagre  advices  received  of  the 
accident  It  cannot  be  stated  whether  or 
not  the  Cyclops  will  bo  delayed  in  leav- 
ing the  British  coast  on  her  next  out- 
ward voyage  to  the  Pacific.  The  sched- 
ule of  the  Blue  Kunnel  Line  calls  for 
the  departure  of  the  Cyclops  from 
Liverpool   on    Saturday   week. 

Two  steamships  of  the  Blue  Funnel 
fleet  will  arrive  in  port  this,  morning 
from  Puget  Sound.  The  freighter  Kee- 
mun  is  due  back  to  discharge  1,600  tons 
of  British  and  Oriental  .cargo  and  it  is 
not  expected  that  she  will  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  leave  before  the  end  of  the  week 
for  Vancouver. 

Proteillans  Out

The  anchors  of  the  largest  ship  in 
the-  world  and  the  chains  which  secure 
them  establish  new  records  for  siae  and 
strength.  Although  a  transatlantic 
liner  may  not  use  her  anchors  for  years 
at  a  time,  they  are  always  kept  in  po- 
sition and  In  perfect  working  order. 
The  SS.  Imperator,  of  the  Hamburg-

Hull  of  Prince  Albert  Badly  Cor- 
rugated and  Many  Plates 
Will  Have  to  Be  Renewed— 
Wonth  on  Ways. 


Extensive  damage  was  sustained  by 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  steamer  Prinoe 
Albert  when  she  ran  on  a  reef  -last 
month  in  Port  Simpson  harbor.  The 
Northern  steamer  is  now  hauled  out  at 
the  B.  C,  Marine  Ways,  and  for  the 
past  two  days  a  large  force  of  me- 
chanics have  been  engaged  in  removing 
damaged  plates  from*  the  hull  of  the 
vessel.  Upon  the  completion  of  the 
survey  it  was  discovered  Hh»t  the  bot- 
tom of  the  ship  wen  badly  corru«atod> 
rivets  started,  plates  bant  and  frames 
twisted,  and  it  is  conservatively  esti- 
mated by  the  repair  contractors  that 
the  Ship  will  be  out  Of  commission  for 
at  least  a  month.  The  -exact  cost  of 
the  repairs  cannot  be  ascertained,  but 
It  is  probable,  in  view  bit  the  work  to 
be  dona  aboard  her.  that  it  will  run  Into 
several  thousand  dollars. 

Bull  Scraped  over  seer. 

In  a  way  the  Prince  Albert  sustained 
similar  damage  to  the  steamship  Lord 
Derby,  although  not  so  extensive.  She 
was  heavily  laden  when  she  left  Prince 
Rupert  for  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands, 
and  when  V  her  hull  sccaped  over  the 
Jagged  rock  the  big  aUel  plates  were 
given  a  rude  shock  and  many  crumpled 
under  the  terrific  strain.  Captain  Cut- 
ler, o*  the  tttg  Lome,  which  ***  re- 
sponsible for  floating  the  Prince  Al- 
bert, says  that  at  low  tide  the  O.  T.  P. 
ateamer  lay  amidships  on  with  her  bow 
sUCking  out  into  space. 

Until  such  time  as  the  repairs  to  the 
prince  Albert  are  completed,  the. 
Prince  John  wUl  maintain  connections 
with  the  Prince  Rupert  boats  for  the 
Queen   Charlottes.

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The  Salvation  Army  proposes  to  bring 
about  8,000  Immigrants  into  Canada  this 
year,' and  of  that -number  from  400  to 
600  will  come  to  British  Columbia.  That 
is  stated  on  the  authority  of  Commis- 
sioner Lamb,  who  arrived  in  the  city 
yesterday  en  route  for  New  Zealand  and 
Australia,  where  he  intends  to  conduct 
a  tour  of  Inspection  Of  the  Army's  vast 
operations  in  the  Commonwealth. 

"And  of  that  number,"  he  hastened  to 
add,  "you  may  say  that  the  major  por- 
tion of  them  will  be  domestic  servants. 
No,  not  day  laborers;  but  domestic  ser- 
vants. It  is  no  part  of  the  Army's  pol- 
icy in  Its  Immigration  schemes  to  glut 
the  labor  market  of  any  country.  We 
realise  the  dangers  arising  from  such  a 
course  just  as  well  as  anyone.  And 
more  than, that,  we  are  desirous  of  hav- 
ing the  support  and  sympathy  of  the 
people  we  come  amongst,  as  well  as 
those  .from  whom  we  come,  and  the  pro- 
cess Of  glutting  the  labor  market  how- 
over  it  may  ease  the  •  stress  at  home, 
would  not  be  at  all  like  us  or  our 
methods.     ■(  .;■<,-■  -4  ■  ■" '-.  ■*',■ 

"In  Canada  we  are  carrying  on  a  great 
Vork,  from  the  most  easterly  point  *» 
the1  most  westerly  point,  and  I  do  not 
think  that  In  any  part  of  this  country 
could  it  truthfully  be  said  that  we  have 
injured  in  any  way' the  conditions  of 
labor.  During  the  present  year  we  have 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $600,000  to  be 
spent  in  developing  the  work  through- 
out the  Dominion.  By  that  I  do  not 
mean  immigration  at  all  but  simply  the 
upbuilding  of  the  system  of  service, 
social  and  spiritual,  which  we  have  or- 
ganized. It  may  be  that  tbiB  sum  will 
last  for  two  years,  but  I  doubt  it.  For 
Instance,  at  the  present  time  we  are 
figuring  upon  opening  twelve  new  cit- 
adels throughout  the  Dominion.  While 
that  bespeaks  the  development  of  our 
work,  it  also  means  a  tremendous  out- 
lay of  money. 

Many  New  Officers 

"But,  when  I  consider  just  now  the 
Army's  operations  are  growing  anrl 
spreading  out,  I  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  is  impossible  to  spend  too  much 
money  upon  them.  Coincidental  with 
our  increased  necessities  is  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  workers,  and  in  that 
regard  I  am  able  to  state  that  this  year 
1ms  broken  all  records.  In  the  city  of 
Toronto,  where  our  Canadian  hearl- 
riuarters  are  located,  we  commissioned 
no  less  than"  eighty-four  new  officers 
yenteTday.  That  is  the  greatest  num- 
ber in  the  history  of  the  movement,  but 
It  Is  surpassed  by  the  number  of  young 
men  we  have  now  In  training  for  sim- 
ilar commissions,  for  they  exceed  one 
hundred,
